OTTUMWA, Iowa, June 4.—The first act- 


ual hostilities of the miners' strike in 
Iowa took place at an early hour Wednes- 
day morning, when a collision occurred 
between the strikers and imported colored 
miners at Mystic. A meeting of the strik- 
ers was called at Mystic Tuesday evening 
aud it lasted until after midnight. The 
proceedings were very heated. There was 
an element which favored an attempt to 
force the Colored men away, but the msr 
Jority of those in attendance-urged upon 
their more turbulent brothers the neces- 
sity of observing the law. 


Nobody Gets Hurt. 


After the close of the meeting a few of 


the disorderly spirits who had been con- 
vinced against their will determined to 
attack the colored men, and proceeded-ln 
a body to the Crown and Bowers drift 
half a mile distant. The pickets who were 
on guard apprised the men of the pro- 
posed attack as soon as the first rioters 
put in an appearance, and Winchesters 
were soon unslung. The advancing mcib 
made one rush at the mine, firing a few 
scattering shots as they came on." The 
colored men were in the frame building 
over the shaft, and from theft place o< 
vantage fired a volley at their assailantsj. 
Finding that they could not surprise the/ 
mine the rioters fell back and retired 
town. 


FATAL STORM IN KENTUCKY. 


Several Persons Killed and Much Prop-j 


erty Destroyed. 


ASHLASD, Ky., June 4.—A violent wind 


storm struck this city a few minutes 
after 4 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, last- 
ing fully 
thirty minutes. 
No houses 


were demolished, but many trees were 
blown down and broken off. Two iron 
stacks were overturned at the Ashland 
fire brick yards. Three men in a sfcifl 
were seen to capsip-e in the river, and they 
have, not yet been found.

the aid of others, can pay the now trifling 
|:st of a steerage passage, regardless of 
S!;eir character or condition, and regard- 
ess of our laws, compels on the part of 
givernment a closer scrutiny, and the 
adoption of more comprehensive measures 
tlmu have hitherto seemed necessary. 


No Deitre To Be Hann. 


"White it is the purpose of the govern- 
tent to enforce these statutes in their let- 


ter and spirit at every port of the United 
States and along the international boun- 
daries, It is desired that- as littln discom- 
fort and distress as possible result to per- 
sons affected by the immigration laws. 
With this view it is important that p er 
SODS oi tfee prohibited classes be prevented 
from leaving their homes aud crossing the 
sen only to be sent back on their arrival 
here. It is wrong that either the greed of 
some steamship companies, the mistaken 
kindness of friends, or the wish ot many 
foreign communities to be rid of burdens 
properly theirs, should be permitted to re- 
sult in this useless cruelty.

each steerage passenger, notice is hereby 
given that hereafter more thorough inspec- 
tions will be made of all steamships en- 
gaged in bringing immigrants to the 
United States ports and penalty for viola 
tion of the law in this respect will be rig- 
idly enforced. In order to promote the 
objects of the immigration laws of the 
United States and avoid unnecessary hard- 
ships to aliens whom our laws exclude, 
the secretary of the treasury invites the 
co-operation of the several steamship lines 
and all other interested parties, In carry- 
ing out a system of foreign inquiry that 
will-facilitate the work of the government 
officers. 


A l>atf of the 


'It is the duty of each transportation 


company engaged in bringing alien emi- 
grants to the United States to diligently 
inquire whether any person applying for 
p vssoge probably comes within the prohib- 
ital classes, and rigidly to exclude all 
such persons. The measure suggested is not 
designated to take the place of the inspec- 
tion by the regular United States officials 
at the several ports of arrival, but is to be 
preliminary to and in aid of such Inspec- 
tion."

all likely that Pension Commissioner 
Baum will be asked to resign or that he 
will tender his resignation voluntarily.
